Masterpieces of Gainsborough and 
Reynolds to Hang in New Man- 
sion—London Art Dealers Have 
Carte Blanche in Providing Dec- 
orations—Removal of Duty Aids.

DECLARE PAYNE BILL. 
WOULD HURT ISLANDS. 


ANILA, March 27.—Floor Leader 
Queson of the majority of the 
Philippine Assembly presented a 
resolution today embodying mMmemo- 
rial to Cofgress opposing the Payne 
bill. 

_ The resolution recites the provisions 
of the bill and then declares that its 
enactment would be “prejudicial to the 
interests of the Filipino people, espe- 
clally so far as it concerns an eco- 
nomic administration.” 

The resolution then continues: 

“The approval of the bill would pro- 
duce a great loss of revenue for the 
insular treasury, so much so that it 
would be impossible to sustain the 
present government. The financial 
condition of the country is such that it 
would be impossible to impos new 
taxation, direct or indirect.” 

The resolution next approves a res- 
olution adopted in May, 190%, which 
asks the admission of sugar and to- 
bacco to America without any con- 
cessions here, and insists upon the 
adoption by Congress of that resolu- 


In conclusion, it “respect- 
fully but energetically” against free 
trade for America here and limitations 
on Philippine products in America.

SHOT THROUGH 
HOME WINDOW. 


Prominent Resident of New 
Mexico Victim. 


Assassinated by Enemy Who 
Fired from Dark. 


Prisoner Guarded Against 
Possible Lynching.

SANTA FE (N. M.) March 27.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) R. C. Pooler, chair- 
man Of the Democratic Coun Cen- 
tral Committee of Taos county, and 
one of the most prominent Democratic 
politicians in Northern New Mexico, 
Was asgassinated last night at Taos 
by George Potter, a local character.

Father Hickey, after 
spending some time with the con- 
demned woman, left her cell at noon 
and went direct to Warden Benham’'s 
office. The priest's manner indicated 
that he had something of importance 
to communicate. He refused to affirm 
or deny the report of the confession, 
which had spread about the prison 
after his interview with the warden. 
“All I ean say now,” said Father 
Hickey, “is that I will have something 
of importance to make public after the 
execution of Mrs. Farmer on Monday 
morning.” 

Confirmation of the report of the 
confession came ffom E. R. Wilcox, 
attorney for Mrs. Farmer and Jim 
Farmer, her husband. He admitted 
that he had succeeded in making the 
woman talk after her silence of nine 
months, when he saw her on Thursday. 

She gave him assurances then, he said, | 
that she would unsea! her lips and save 
her husband’s life, who is also under 


sentence of death. 

_ Wileox feels certain that Mrs. 
Farmer’s dying statement will save 
the man from the electric chair. 

Mary Farmer was sentenced to death 
for a shocking and brutal murder, Her 
husband, James D. Farmer, is also un- 
der sentence of death, he having aided 
his wife in the crime. This couple, on 
April 2%, 1908, enticed Mrs. Sarah 
Brennan, 55 years old, a neighbor, into 
their nome in’ Brownsville and killed 
her. Mrs. Farmer confessed that while 
Mrs. Brennan stood looking out of a 
window she (Mrs. Farmer) stole up 
behind her and struck her on the head 
with an ax. Then Mrs. Farmer and 


her husband chopped up the body so 
that it would fit into a small trunk. 


The motive of the deed was possession 
of Mre. Brennan's property.

'NON-RESIDENTS NEED NOT PAY 
EXTRA TUITION FEE. 


Special Tax Is to Be Levied—Cha- 
fin Delivers Prohibition Lecture. 
Season’s Rain Record is Large. 
Hockey Club to Give Dramatic En- 
tertainment. 


SANTA MONICA, March 27.—Under 
the new law, passed by the Legisir- 
ture and signed by the Governor, San- 
ta Monica and all other High School 
districts within the State will, after 
July next, not) be entitled to collect 
tuition from .pupils attending from 
other districts in which there is no 
high school organization. The law 
now provides that children living in 
districts not included within a high 
school district shall be entitled to at- 
tend the nearest high school. The tu- 
ition for such pupils is w be paid by 
@ specia] tax to be levied in the dis- 
tricts that do not have high schools. 
The amount raised by the tax, which 
fs to be estimated on the per capita 
expense of conducting high schools, is 
to be divided among districts 


j which are attended by non-resident 


pupils. The divsion is to be based on 
the number of non-resident pupils at- 
tending the several districts. Under 
this law Ocean Park, Sawtelle, Playa 
del Rey, Machado, Baliona and Palms 
will have access to Santa Monica's 
higher educational institution. This 
year, for the first time in \the history 
of the high school, a small tuition fee 
was exacted from non-residents curing 
@ part of the year.

ASA VERDUGO, March 27.—Pro- 
moters of the Audubon Society 
would be well advised to give this 
suburb a wide berth at the present 
time. The feathered tribe has many 
friends here, but just at present there 
is a rupture in amicable relations. 

The difficulty is probably due to the 
unusually heavy snows in the moun- 
tains late in the season, causing the 
birds to be unable to find their usual 
spring haven there. Immense flocks 
have descended on the gardens and 
have proved almost as destructive as 
one of Job's plagues or the grasshop- 
pers of Kansas. 

They have stripped évery young and 
tender plant and have even attacked 
the larger pea vines now in blossom 
and about to bear.. Some gardens have 
already been destroyed while others 
are still in the process. Cats, scare- 
erows and other methods of defense 


cabbages as well. The only gardeners 
who have been able to cope with 
them are the Japanese. In that case 
it is the early Jap who gets the bird. 
The Japs use coéperative methods and 
have an early guard out with the 
break of day. 

Flower gardens suffer with the veg- | 
etables.

ILICA MINES 
TO BE WORKED. 


GLASS MAKERS TO EXPLOIT 
LANG DEPOSITS. 


Ninety-eight Per Cent. Pure Prod- 
uct Which Brings New Factory to 
This City—Within Forty Miles of 
Los Angeles Development is Going 
on—How Glass is Made. 


Silica mines at Lang, forty miles 
north of Los Angeles, are to be de- 
veloped from vast deposits found at 
that point by the California Glass and 
Soda Manufacturing Company, that is 
to build in this city the big plant de- 
scribed recently in The Times. These 
are about 400 yards from the Southern 
Pacific main line. One ledge is about 
300 feet high, from which only one 
to three feet of facing has to be re- 
moved to find white silica, so pure 
that no refining is required, and needs 
only to be pulverized being 


pny’s plant in the city. For ship- 
ping it requires only to be knocked 
down into a chute and run into the 
cars, practically the cheapest mining 


A shaft has penetrated the ledge to 
the depth of twenty feet, and has re- 
vealed a stratum of pure silica as 
broad, it is said, as a man is high, 
white and transparent as clear water, 
which commences about six feet high- 
fr on thé ledge above the opening of 
the shaft, and has a downward course 
to the opposite side of this vast hill 
of silica. It will be found, it is held, that 
this silica, stratum upon stratum, will 
continue through the entire shaft. It

This will make it possible to manu- 
facture glass cheaper here than in the 


GLASS MANUFACTURE. 

The biowing of sheet glass is a work 
of considerable difficulty and labor. It 
is first necessary to have a quantity of 
soft glass in a furnace. containing a 
tremendous heat. A quantity of this 
is gathered on the end of a blow-pipe. 
The workman then blows inte it and 
distends it in a globular form. It is 
necessary to produce the globular form 
before it can be elongated. The work- 
man holds his blow-pipe, which is 
about five feet long, in a vertical di- 
rection and the softened globe becomes 

-shaped. By dexterously swinging 
he blow-pipe from side to side, which 
he does while standing on @ plank over 
a pit, and by causing it to rise on 
either side, he converts the pear-shape 
into a true cylinder having rounded 
ends. When the cylinder has assumed 
the exact shape desired, he places his 
thumb on the end of the biow-pipe, 
and holds the opposite end of the cyl- 
inder in the mouth of the furnace. 
glass softens at the heated end, and 
the expanding air causes it fo burst 
the opening. It is then shaped with a 
suitable tool, so that it is of the diam- 
eter of the cylinder. When the latter 
ie cooled, a piece of hot glass is ap- 
pens to its shoulder with a pontee, and 
drawn out into a thread around it. 
This makes the glass hot. The thread 
of giags is removed, a cold instru- 
ment is applied rapidly, and the shoul- 
der of the blowing is cut off. The giass 
is next detached from the blow-pipe, 
and its ends removed, and it is 
then annealed for a short time 
and cut down lengthwise internally, 
by a diamond. It is afterward p : 
with the long cut uppermost, in what 
is called a flattening kiin, chat ts, in a 
sort of oven or furnace heated to a 
high temperature and having a per- 
fectly smooth stone floor; after a short 
exposure the glass softens, and a 
workman, with suiteble.Wooden tools, 
opens it out where it was cut by the 
diamond, and causes it to be flat upon 
the stone, 

The city demand in Los Angeles only 
is tremendous. In five of the promi- 
nent large buildings downtown there 
has been used between $60,000 and $70.- 
000 worth of glass. This manufactur- 
ing enterprise is an additional laurel 
to the industrial enterprises of Los An- 
geles. 

The output is practically all taken 


among local dealers for the next year 
to come.

THE SIMPLE MAN.

Yet he 
is most versatile. At the age of 2 
years he was the organist in St. An- 
drew’s Church at ¢ ‘raydon, and before 
that sang in the choir. At 13 he en- 


counterpoinnt under Bernard Moligue 
in the London Academy of 
four years later he won the King’s 
scholarship at the Royal Academy of 
Music. A year later he won a silver 
| medal there. During these student 


-| days his compositions included over- 


| tures, the first movement of a sym- 
phony, a plano sonata and capricio. 
All were said to show a Mendelssohn- 
Schuman trend and were wel! received 
at the academy, and in 1871 he won the 
Mendelssohn scholarship. His prede- 
cessors in this, the blue ribbon of the 
English musicians, were Sir Arthur 
Sullivan and Dr. Swinnerton Hean. He 
then went to Leipzig, with a reputa- 
tion as a composer. Gounod wrote of 
his concerto in C that it was “tres re- 
markable.” He conducted his sym- 
phony in C minor in Leipzig. He later 
studied voice, and at the academy 
where he was studying, the Mendels- 
sohn committee sent him to study un- 
der the great Lamperti, the teacher of 
Albani and Campanini. He took three 
years of him, and then went back for 
ten years and took six months of each 
year with him. He meanwhile com- 
posed several string quartettes and 
overtures. He made his début as a 
singer in 1875 and was counted among 
England's finest vocalists. Yet with 
all these talents, he chose to be arf 
imparter of knowledge, and as such he 
has gained fame.

The attempt has 
made to prevent the price of books 
from being cut below a certain figure, 
in order, in other words, to protect the 
book-sellers from being put out of 
business by a certain class of depart- 
ment stores. If a department store, 
for instance, sells a novel at 79 cents 
for advertising purposes, it is sold at 
a loss, and the book-seller, being the 
smaller capitalist of the two, cannot 
affcrd to enter into the warfare of 
cutting the price still further. 
public, meanwhile, is interested in the 
situation even if it does not realize 
the fact; because a good book store 
ie thé logical distributing center of 
new publications. If books are not 
to be purchased entirely by mall, a 

nt to which the public has not yet 

mn educated, the existence of the 
book-seller must be maintained. 

In furtherance of these general ends 
some publishers have cut the price of 
new fiction down to $1.20 net, with 
limited digcounts to the trade, but in 
the main the orthodox price re- 
mained $1.50. Readers generally do 
not realize that most of this price is 
due to the fact of there being a showy 
cloth cover on their novels. The cover 
costs usually from 10 to 16 cents, and, 
according to European ideas, serves no 


bound up in or vellum if the 
purchaser's interest In it has been per- 
manent. In “Houses of Glass” Messrs. 
Duffield & Co. have reduced the price 
of the book three times the amount 
of the omitted cover. It will be in- 
teresting to note whether the public

Microbes Survive Cold. 

We are accustomed to think of se- 
vere and continuous cold as being an 
enemy to life of every sort. but data 
furnished to the Pasteur Institute in 
Parise by Dr. Charcot, the Antarctic 
explorer, proves conclusively that the 
intense cold of the south polar regions 
allows ‘various forms of wmicro- 
scopic life to flourish. On examining 
the intestines ef animals twenty-four 
adiferant ‘sinds of i#microbes were 
fouad, and of these fifteen were varie- 
tleg already known in Europe. Even 
the microbes found in soil taken from 
the Antarctic continent where the foot 
of man had never trod were found to 
be identical with those of the in- 
habited world.—{London Globe.

influx a Record- Breaker, Says the 
Traffic Handlers of the Railroads. 
Low Rates and East's Hard Winter 
Factors in Bringing Them Here. 
High Daily Average. ~ 


The heaviest rush of colonists to 
California in the history of the lines 
entering this State is under way, ac- 
cording to some of the railroad man- 
agers. 

A grand total of more than 66,000 
colonists have arrived, are on the road 
or have arranged for transportation. 
The rates went into. force the ‘ist 
inst., and for the first three days of 
this month an average of 200 per day 
arrived or were en route on one rail- 
road alone of the three entering Los 
Angeles. 

The average per day for all railroads 
in former years was 387. This is ex- 
pected to be almost doubled before the 
season closes, 

The fact that the Alaska-Yukon-Pa- 
cific Exposition is to be opened this 
summer in the Northwest has attracted 
many colonists there, but in spite of 
this fact the influx to Southern Califor- 
nia appears greater than in any for- 
mer year. 

The Southern Pacific Com ompany's pas- 
senger men state that they expect to 
average over 678 colonists daily for the 
sixty days in which the low rates are 
effective. 

The Santa F¥¢, which in former years 
has brought the largest number into 
Southern California, reports that while 
the trend Northwest is strong, the 
number coming to Southern California 
will exceed by many thousands those of 
other years. 

LOW RATE BRINGS RESULTS. 
This spring the same colonist rates 
effective in 1907 prevail. This means 


: @ reduction of 10 per cent. from the 


rates of the spring and fall of 1908, 
when the colonist traffic was exceed- 
ingly light. This fact. coupled with 
the extremely hard winter in the Fast- 
ern and Middle Western States, is, in 
the opinion of railroad officials, the 
cause of the present and expected big 
rush of colonists.

REPLIES TO CHARGE THAT THE 
RATES ARE EXTORTIONATE. 
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P. Ripley, president of the Santa Fé 
Hailroad Company, was interviewed 
tonight in response to a published 
statement regarding the cost to the 
government of carrying the maiis. In 
reply to the allegation that the rail- 
roads are charging the government 
extortionate rates, Mr. Ripley said: 

“The statement that the government 
pays $12,000 a year for a car costing 
only 38000 has been many times made, 
and as many times contradicted. The 
fact is that the government pays 
$12,000 a year for a postoffice on 
wheels, and for handling it probably 
400 miles a day, with all its parapher- 
nalia, including from three to five em- 
ployés, which puts an entirely differ- 
ent aspect on the matter. 

“The saving to the railroads from 
reduction in car mileage if they were 
not obliged to furnish these traveling 

fices would be many times the 
amount paid fur the use of the cars. 
It is easily capable of demonstration 
that the railroads are greatly under- 
paid for the services rendered the 
government. 

“The adoption of the parcels post 
idea would greatly increase the de-/; G. 
ficit of the department, and the in- 
evitable result would be greater con- 
centration of business In the larger 
cities, and the consequent ruin of the 
country merchant for the benefit of 
the mail order business. The present 
deficit arises from extravagant man- 
ugement and the absurdly low rates 
on various descriptions of printed mat-

Their walls are such that they can be slid back during 
daytime, and we can see all that goes on 
within.

Here they are 
working, helping their parents; there they are playing, 
and further on is a crowd going to school.

In a Japanese Home. 


But suppose we call upon some of our little Japanese 
friends. Their house is situated in a beautiful garden. 
Its roof is covered with black tiles, and it has double 
walls of wood. The outer walls of each side are shoved 
back during the daytime into little cupboards at the 
corners, and the fine inner walis of sash filled with pa- 
per panes may then be seen. There is a space between 
the two walls, and in this we sit while awaiting our 
friends. They soon appear. They get down on their 
knees and bump their heads on the floor in bowing to 
us, and then ask us in. We take off our shoes and leave 
them outside. This is the custom of all Japanese. The 
houses are exceedingly clean, and the floors are cov- 
ered with thick mats of woven white straw which would 
be hurt by the nails in our shoes. The mats are so 
soft that our feet sink into them, and we feel like lying 
down and rolling over and over. : 

In the meantime, our little Japanese friends have laid 
cushions on the mats and beg us to sit. These people do 
not use chairs or sofas. They have tables for eating 
which are not more than a foot high, and they sit and 
sleep on the floor. The mats are soft and when they 
have taken out and spread on them some well-padded 
comforters they have a very soft bed. In the daytime, 
these comforters are rolled up in a bundie and put 
away in a cupboard or hole in the wall which by a slid- 
ing door is so covered that you would not suppose it 
was there. By this means the bedroom is turned into a 
parlor, and when a table is brought in it is a dining- 
room as well. 


As we sit on the mats our little friends tell us about 
their homes, explaining some customs which are dif- 
ferent from ours. They say that the mats are cleaner 
than our carpets and that they are very convenient in 
describing a house, as they are always of the same 
size. They show us that each mat is three feet wide 
and six feet long and say that the size of a house or 
room is known by the number of mats it takes to cover 
the floor. The room we are in has eight mats. Larger 
rooms have twenty or thirty mats, and when a carpen- 
ter starts to build a house he asks the owner how ma 
mats he wants, and thus fixes the size and price. A 
land in Japan is measured by the unit of the mat, a 
tsubo, being six feet square or two mats in size. Land 
here is measured by tsubos, not acres. It takes more 
than a thousand tsubos to make one acre of land. 


How the Children Bathe. 


By and by we go out to look at the bathroom, The 
Japanese children are very cleanly, and they take a red- 
hot bath every day. The bath tub is about as high as 
our shoulders. It has a stovepipe running through it 
with a board resting against the pipe to protect one’s 
body from it when he gets in. The pipe is filled with 
charcoal and lighted. It soon heats the water to boil- 
ing, and when it begins to steam, the Japanese jump 
in. Even little babies are put into this hot water. It 
turns their skins red, and when they come out, they are 
the color of beets. We try such bathing ourselves. It 
is so hot that we jump quickly out and cannot be in- 
duced to attempt it again. 

The Japanese have many public bath houses. There 
are hundreds in Kyoto, where one can get a good hot 
plunge for 3 or 4 cents.

You would think that houses so thin and open as this 
one, where we are visiting, would need steam or hot 
water, or at any rate great coal or wood fires to make 
them comfortable during the winter. Nothing of the 
kind is known to the children of Japan. If we should 
go up in a flying machine and look down upon the roofs 
of Kyoto, we could not count a hundred chimneys on 
its tens of thousands of houses. These people have no 
fireplaces, no grates and no means of heating like ours. 
The cooking is done with charcoal in little clay ovens, 
and if one would give a big dinner he must have many 
such stoves. For warmth a small, brass-lined box filled 
with ashes with a little burning charcoal within it is 
most common. This warms only one’s hands, and he 
keeps his feet from freezing by sitting upon them. 
Sometimes a wood fire is made in a box of this kind. 
This, however, is only in the poorer houses; and the 
smoke goes out where it can. 

We take a meal with our friends. Each of us has his 
own little table. The meal is served in individual 
dishes and the girls bend low and bow before they offer 
them to us. The meal begins with sweet cake and 
candy. Then there is a bow! of soup in a dish of wood 
covered with lacquer, a varnish so bright that one can 
see his face in it. There is fish, raw and cooked, and 
fried eels. which taste delicious. The raw fish is not 
bad. It is served upon ice, cut into little slices so we 
can eat it with chopsticks. After all, why should not 
one eat raw fish as well as raw oysters?. 

And then there are salads and pickles, apples and 
pears, and great red persimmons as big as tomatoes. 
The rice is brought in at the close of the meal in a 
wooden bucket bound with brass rims. We are told 
again and again to help ourselves to the rice, for one 
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is supposed to complete his dinner with it as, with rice 
in plenty, no one can go hungry. We find some difi- 
culty in conveying the rice to our mouths with the chop- 
sticks, and finally raise the bow! to our lips and shovel 
it in. As it grows cold we pour a little hot tea over it, 
laughing with the Japanese children as they do the 
same. 

How the Children Dress. 


But there are so many strange things among the little 
ones we see all about us that it would take a long time 
to mention them all. The children wear shoes of wood 
or of straw. and their stockings are foot mittens with a 
finger for the big toe. These mittens stop above the 
ankle, and the rest of the leg goes bare except for the 
gown or kimono, which falls from the shoulders. The 
kimono has very long sleeves. These, in the case of 
the women, hang down, forming quite large bags at the 
wrist, which serve as pockets. The boys have smaller 
sleeves. The girls have great belts called obis, which 
are tied at the back and which hold their kimonos to- 
gether. For the same purpose the boys have sashes 
which are scarcely larger than ropes. The girls wear 
bright red underclothing, although their kimonos are 
usually of more modest hues. 

All the school children of Japan have their own dress. 
The boys wear a divided skirt, which reaches from the 
waist almost to the ankles, and the girls have fuller 
skirts not divided. Both boys and girls wear kimonos, 


ij which are tucked inside their skirts and which cover 


the upper parts of their bodies. 

From this one would think it almost impossible to 
tell the boys fromthe girls. It is not so. The skirts 
of the girls are either dark red or of the color of a 
blue damson plum, while those of the boys are steel 
gray. The girls go bareheaded, and their hair fs twisted 
up on the top of their heads. The boys wear caps or 
hats, and their hair is cut short and it stands out like 
a shoe brush in bristles over the scalp. 

In the schools of Japan the boys and girls do not sit 
together, although they have the same studies. They 
now use desks and chairs, but they used to study sitting 
on the floor. In other respects their schools are not 


very unlike our schools at home.

HE weather bureau is just completing a new in- 
T vestigation of tornadoes which is developing some 

interesting facts. Since tornado season begins with 
spring, this is an opportune time to tell you what is 
being found out about these most violent storms 
known to man. 

The investigations are being made by Prof. Frank 
H. Bigelow of the weather bureau staff, and on the 
basis of these new observations he has formulated a new 
theory that refutes the old notion that tornadoes are 


due to the mechanical interference of air currents.

New System of Measuring Them. 


For measuring a tornado or waterspout tube Prof. 
Bigelow has employed an ingenious method. Photo- 
graphs having been made of them from two different 
angles, he can accurately compute the dimensions of the 
tube from these snapshots. After collecting the photo- 
graphs he visits the spots where the cameras have 
stood and makes a survey of the distances between these 
spots and stationary objects of the landscape shown in 
the pictures. Thus with his surveying instruments he 
gets his scale of distances. Then he plats the vortex on 
a map and gathers data from all of the weather rec- 
ords kept in the neigborhood. Finally, by aid of mathe- 
matics he constructs a diagram of the funnel-shaped or 
dumb-bell-shaped tube, and from this he estimates its 
volume and the velocity of its spiral air currents. Such 
a thorough study of tornadoes and waterspouts has 
never been made before. He is extending Dis method 
also to cyclones and hurricanes, and thus these phe- 
nomena can be compared with the smaller and more 
furious storms.

num. This is the average frequency, and there seems 
to be no increase from decade to decade. You will 
probably be reading of the season's first visitation in a 
few weeks, or, perhaps, in a few days. Then they will 
increase in frequency during May and June, and then 
commence to taper off in July. There are, however, a 
few winter visitations in the Gulf States. When tor- 
nadoes appear the papers generally announce them as 
“eyclones,” a result of our national hobby for mis- 
nomers, evidenced also in our calling the cicada a 
“locust” and the bison a “buffalo.” As a matter of 
fact, cyclones are the genera) storms which sweep over 
our country from the north Pacific coast and last for 
days at a time, whereas tornadoes develop suddenly 
within, perhaps, one township and generally last but 
a few minutes. 

The tornado’s vortex or tube, is usually but a few 
rods in diameter, leaving a path of destruction but a 
few rods wide and a few miles long, whereas that of 
the cyclone is perhaps 1000 miles across, leaving little 
if any destruction in its path. The cyclone’s funnel 
is a mile or two, but the tornado’s funnel only a few 
hundred feet high. 


Their Cause Discovered. 


As to the cause of tornadoes, Prof. Bigelow finds it 
due to a sheet of cold air lying over a sheet of warm 
air. Since heat ascends, these two sheets change places 
and develop currents of motion forming into the whirl- 
wind seen in the tornado cloud. 

He finds two types of these tornado vortices—the fun- 
nel and dumb-bell form. We have heard only of the 
funnel type hitherto, have thought of the tornado as 
having always a funnel cloud or tube. Sometimes one 
of these forms changes into the other, as in the case of 
the waterspout seen off Cottage City, Mass., August 19. 
A waterspout, of course, is nothing more than a tornado 
appearing over the ocean, from which it sucks up water,

At the bottom the tube was 
surrounded by a lofty cascade, which presented @ 
measurement of its diameter at sea level. 


This monster funnel was operating like an expanding 
and contracting corkscrew, whose rotation was much 
more tremendous at the bottom than at the top, and 
increased in fury toward the core or axis. The veloc- 
ity of rotation computed for the innermost edge of the 
bottom of the funnel! was 772 feet per second, ar nearly 
nine miles per minute. You know how destructive a 
milea-minute hurricane is. But here we have a wind 
nearly nine times as great. At the same time that it 
was rotating at this awful speed—exerting a centrifugal 
force, hurling everything outward from the center—it 


was sucking up air at the rate of about 19,200 cubic 
yards per second. Within the tube was a partial 


' vacuum, exploding and chilling everything in its path. 
It is this chill that makes a waterspout or tornado tube 


visible in the form of a cloud. 
Eleven Miles a Minute. 


Its force was still more terrific while it was in its 
dumb-bell form. Then the greatest power of rotation 
was not at the bottom, but in the narrow neck be- 
tween the expanded upper and lower ends. For the 
inside of this neck the computed velocity was 705 miles 
per hour, or nearly eleven miles per minute—over two 
miles per minute faster than the neck of the funnel 
tube. The inner edge of this neck revolved twenty- 
seven times as fast as the outer edge, and on the outer 
surface of the great dumb-bell the rotation was twenty- 
seven times greater at the neck than on the expanded 
surface 295 feet above the neck. In this dumb-bell form 
it sucked nearly seven times as much air as when in 
the funnel form, or about 86,000 cubic yards per second.

sult was the hit of the time, the amassing of a for- 
tune and the supplanting of the doll in the childish | 
heart. Years passed, and the fuzzy little animal held | 
its place. But always it has carried the idea of the 

President. Mr. Roosevelt met Berryman at a Gridiron | 
dinner not long ago and jokingly accused him of be- 
ing the man who had supplanted the doll by the Teddy 
Bear. Now that Roosevelt has retired, the little bear 
is desirous of sharing his fate. 

With the stay of the President-elect in the South 
and the “possum-dinner’ enthusiasm the appropriate 
substitute for the Teddy became obvious, and the new 
toy came into being. To be sure the Teddy Bear man- 
ufacturers sued the Billy Possum people for infringe- 
ment of patent, but such lesser unpleasantries could not 
stem the tide of the popular demand for Billy. 

But the toy did not monopolize the opossum trade. 
The banquet demand for the fat and palatable denizen 
of the woods of the South placed him at a premium 
and the natives got busy to supply the demand. Then 
there came the cal! for the nocturnal rodent as a mas- 
cot for various and sundry Republican clubs through- 
out the country. So insistent were these calls that one 
New York house placed an order in Atlanta for 1000 
opossums at $10 each despite the fact that the price un- 
der the old régime had been only 50 cents. But such 
are the freaks of American fortune which put the un- 
der dog of yesterday on top today. 

Now this possum is the instinctive first love of the 
colored man on his native heath. His capture and his 
preparation for the table are arts around which cen- 
ter the ambitions of thousands of good old “uncles” 
from the Chesapeake to the Rio Grande. His consum- 
mation into the finally perfectly-prepared delicacy 
marks the point of greatest satisfaction in the careers 
of the people who worship at his shrine. The tales of 
his capture, his cooking and his eating are the real 
folk-lore stories of the Southern negro and bubble over 
with the humor and the quaintness of the race. 

One of these stock stories of the preparation of the 
possum and his eating is that of Uncle Henry, who 
lived in Alabama. He had captured one of the finest 
and fattest possums that that community had ever 


knewn and was looking forwari to the greatest feast 
of his life. He had baked his prize as only he knew how 


above all things. 
enough to go hunting before midnight, but never the 
black man. The small possums come out in the early 
hours, but it is along after midnight that the great, fat, 
heavy old patriarchs of the hollow trees come forth. 


The possum dog is the chief asset of the colored man 
who is true to his instinct. This dog may be a mangy 
old cur, but he knows the art of finding the possums, 
and he will not be led from his particular Bime by the 
crossing of all the trails of coons that the woods fur- 
nish. He is out for possum, and when he sets up his 
bark, there is sure to be a possum up a tree somewhere 
about. White men of the South are often called upon 
to loan money to the negroes, and the security Is often 
very uncertain, but when the applicant says that he has 
a good possum dog that he will pledge for the payment 
of the loan, the security is regarded as absolute, and 
the loan is sure of payment. 

The hunt usually begins about 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. The dog and his owner and possibly from one to 
six pickaninnies, if they can possibly wake up, make | 
up the party.

Many a hardwood tree that contained $20 
worth of lumber has fallen before the ax of the colored 
man that he might get a 50-cent possum, yet the Forest 
Service, with all its publicity, has not reformed the sys- 
tem. When the possum is brought to the ground the 
dog is upon him, and so is the darky upon the dog, for 
he wants to capture the animal alive and perhaps fat- 
ten it that it may be more prime when killed. When | 
the dog catches the possum the latter sulls. He pre- 
tends he is dead. He plays possum. By so doing, he 
has added an expression to the mother tongue. 


The opossum is the stupidest animal in the world. It 
shows no cleverness at all in evading its pursuers, and 
scrambles by choice up a scrub sapling from which it 
will be easily shaken. When sulled it is in no way 
watchful for an opportunity to escape, and may be safely 
left alone by the roadside for a half an hour. The negro 
cuts a convenient-sized stick and makes a split in it 
near the middle. In this he places the possum’s tail 
and it springs shut and holds it. This he throws over 
his shoulder or gives to two of the pickaninnies to 


carry between them, and the return is made to the cabin.

In the old Icelandic “Rimbegla” we find the fol- 
lowing lucid explanation: “But when the moon is op- 
posite to the sun the sun heats the ocean greatly, and 
as nothing impedes that warmth the ocean boils and 
the sea flood is more impetuous than before—just as 
one may see water rise in a kettle when it boils vio- 
lently. This we call spring tide.” There seems to be 
a considerable inconsistency in explaining one spring 


tide by the interception of the sun's heat by the moon, 


move freely under forces from outside. 


But it ts 
not necessary to search ancient literature for grotesque 
theories of the tides. In 1722 E. Barlow, gentleman, in 
“An Exact Survey of the Tide,” attributes it to the 
pressure of the moon on the atmosphere. And theories 
not less absurd have been promulgated during the last 
twenty years. It’ is difficult to explain in non-mathe- 
matical terms the actual way in which the moon and 
the sun produce tides. The secret lies,in the fact that 
although we talk of the attraction of the moon for the 
earth. we ought strictly to remember that neither of 
them are. so to speak, absolutely continuous. What we 
really mean when we talk of the attraction between the 
earth and something outside it is the sum of the attrac- 
tions between that outside body and every separate 
particle of which the earth is made up. Now the force 
of attraction between two bodies is greater the nearer 
they are to each other and less the further they are 
apart. Consequently the moon attracts the nearer par- 
ticles of water in the ofean with a greater force than it 
attracts those further away. The ocean is, of course, a 
fluid, and the particles of fluids can to some extent 
And as the 


earth turns first one face and then another to the moon. 
the waters of the ocean are alternately piled up and re- 
_ leased. This piling up of the ocean results in those 


constant changes of level which we call tides. 
What Are Earth Tides? 
These tides are only possible because the ocean is fluid,

found.. The earth itself is not perfectly rigid, and 
hence the attraction of the sun and moon must produce 
an alternating change in its shape. If we consider only 
the greater attraction of the moon we shall expect to 
find the earth as it spins on its axis always bulging 
slightly in the direction of the moon. This wil] mean 
tliat any definite tract of the earth's surface wil! as it 
comes opposite the moon be pulled out into a sort of 
ridge, and will then sink into a comparative hollow 
again as it moves away from the moon and the next 
tract becomes a ridge. And if this dDcecurs every time 
that portion of the earth's surface comes opposite the 
moon, the total effect will be a periodic rise and fall in 
the surface of the earth, which has every claim to be 
called an earth tide. 


The Birth of the Moon. 


Although the earth is now so stiff that the changes 
in its shape are very minute, and. hence escape atten- 
tion, yet in previous times those changes must havé 
been much greater. The earth is now a moderately 
rigid solid, but it must once have been molten and 
plastic. When this was the case, the sun and the moon 
must have produced tremendous tidal effects in the 
semi-liquid earth, just as they now produce tides in the 
oceans. The molten rock of which the earth then con- 
sisted must have been a very sticky, viscous fluid, and 
consequently there must have been a great deal of fric- 
tion. But friction always tends to bring bodies to rest. 
The fly wheel is brought to rest by the friction on its 
bearings, and though the case of the spinning earth is 
more complex, there can be no doubt that the friction 
caused by tides in the semi-fluid earth tended to retard 
its motion; and this slowing dawn in the earth’s mo- 
tion must have been continuously in progress ever since 
the moon was formed. Sir George Darwin assumed that 
the moon had broken off from the earth, and on this 
assumption has been able to show that the gradual re- 
cession of the moon and the evolution of the present 
periods of rotation can be accounted for by supposing 
them due to the action of earth tides in the past. In-

creased more and more in height. Eventually the oscil- 
lation became so violent that, in codperation with the 
rapid rotation, it shook the planet to pieces and huge 
fragments were detached, which ultimately became our 
moon.

They concluded, however, that almost all the 
movements which they could measure were due to extra- 
neous causes such as minute earthquakes and effects of 
temperature and pressure.” Many other experimenters 
have also attempted the problem, and though they have 
often claimed success they have produced little evidence 
in favor of their claims. The effect to be measured is 
s0 small that the measurements made must be of ex- 
traordinary accuracy. Until recently the only physicist 
who had been in any way able to show good evidence in 
favor of his having actually measured the earth's tidal 
movements was the late Dr. von Rebeur-Paschwitz, who 
made use of a horizontal pendulum. In his case, how- 
ever, he afterward made a searching analysis of his re- 
sults, and was subsequently rather doubtful as to 
whether he had actually measured earth tides or not. 
The problem is altogether an extremely difficult one. 
Sir George Darwin has pointed out that the constant 
tidal heaping of the oceans against the shore must 
produce a considerable earth movement, which might 
very well be mistaken for an actual earth tide. Conse- 
quently, until definite figures are produced and have 
been criticised by competent authorities it is well to ac- 
cept determinations of the size of earth tides with some 
reserve.

Pleasant Walking Trips. 

Goop EXERCISE May BE MADE 

MORE ENJOYABLE BY SCENERY.

ANY of the wealthy tourists who are now spend- 
M iz the winter in this section have brought with 

them their own automobiles or hire machines 
here and are enjoying to the limit the fine oiled roads 
of Southern California. But there is a larger class of 
visitors who cannot afford this luxurious mode of reach- 
ing those points of interest which the suburban cars 
do not touch. For a while this latter class patronize 
the liveries, but they soon learn to adopt the true Cali- 
fornia method of getting from the place where one is 
to the place where one wishes to be, and—walk. 

It is a habit we have acquired from the English resi- 
dents and so thoroughly have Southern Californians 
accepted it that the man or girl who cannot do a dozen 
or fifteen miles a day without undue fatigue is not to 
be regarded as a fair sample of native product. 

Los Angeles, situated as it is in the midst of a vast

The trail, 
which starts from Sierra Madre and is reached by that 
suburban car, is a fine one kept in constant and excel- 
lent repair. It is a steady uphill climb of eight miles 


for his labors by the magnificent view. If the day be a 
clear one, he will see the whole garden of Southern Cal- 
ifornia spread out in little square patches below him 
and at the western horizon the blue of the sky will 
blend with the blue of the Pacific. But if it be stormy 
below the climber will look down upon the more unique 
sight of scurrying clouds and liken them to the ocean 
itself. There is a little hotel upon the summit, and the 
excursionist on a first trip usually stops over night, tak- 
ing two days to make the round trip, for the climb is 
a hard one for soft muscles. 

On the summit of Mt. Wilson is located the great Car- 
negie Observatory, and there is another trafl or road 
which by easier grades leads down to Eaton's Cafion, 
above Lamanda Park, and about three miles from the 
electric car. This trail is used to transport supplies 
for the observatory and does not penetrate so pictur- 
esque a portion of the range as does the Sierra Madre 
trail. Many visitors to the peak go up by one route 
and return by the other. 

For those who wish to visit the mountains but do 
not care for such strenuous exercise as climbing 6000- 
foot peaks, the lower cafions are readily accessible. The 
Arroyo Seco, from which the city of Pasadena obtains 
its water supply, is only a mile west from the car line 
at North Pasadena Cemetery. A road runs up this

The Little Santa Anita Cafion is but a short distance 
from Sierra Madre.

The atti- 
tude of the Persian women was surely not the same as 
our modern women, and the whole translation abounds 
in anacronisms. Another thing. Fitz-Gerald’s verses 
being the first translation of Omar, were not made un- 
til 1847, so how did Chaucer and Milton acquire the 
same idea, neither knowing a word of Persian? How- 
ever this may be, I quote the unpublished Rubaiyat—or 
quartrains—found among Mr, Fitz-Gerald’s effects, and 
you may draw your own conclusions: 


Why, if the girl can fling the peel aside

A hair perhaps divigies the false and true, 
Yet asking did she fall you get no clew:

In the possession of Theodore Watts Dunton, with 
whom Swinburne is living, remains an unpublished auto- 
graphed poem called “Hanores,” which the “Master of 
Melody” gave to his friend as an appreciation for cer- 
tain reforming measures adopted by the latter. I was 
present at the dinner these venerable poets gave to 
young Alfred Noyes, and having filled Mr. Watts-Dun- 
ton up with cocoa, I managed by strategy to obtain pos- 
session of this poem. Had he not been drinking cocoa 
so heavily this would have been an impossible feat. The 
poem reads as follows:

We note in the line, “How slippery the core Is!” that 
the author of “Atlanta” has altered the variety of fruit 
—in other words he has used the apple instead of the 
banana as a means of accidental precipitation. Despite 
the protests of eminent critics (to whom I have shown 
this selection) that the fruit was altered for the sake 
of rhyme—(that “peel is” would not rhyme with “Han- 
ores”)—I attribute it to a deeper reason. The apple— 
the fruit of Eden—always symbolizes the prevailing 
subject of this elemental eroticist’s poetry, and I think 
it was a temperamental appeal which made the author 
of “Laus Veneris” say “core is” rather than “peel is.” —

Islands of the Mutton Birds. 

Some time back a party of twenty-five interested in 
nature study and kindred subjects formed themselves 
into a party to make a sea tour among the islands lying 
between Australia and Tasmania and off the coast of 
the latter place. 

One of the party on his return said there are hundreds 
of islands in the locality mentioned which from a dis- 
tance look like mere barren rocks, but on closer exam- 
ination prove to be fertile territory, many of the islands 
being inhabited by white communities or native and 
half-caste people who have occupied themselves for 
many years as trappers of mutton birds for export to 
Tasmania and for their own consumption. The aver- 
age catch on one island is about 1,500,000 birds a year, 
and the income from this source amounts to between 
£5000 and £6000. 

The dark-skinned people who occupy Cape Barren 
Island are of all shades, from the mere suggestion of 
tint to pure black, and they have been of this varie- 
gated skin color for nearly 100 years. There is a school 
on this island attended by sixty or seventy children, the 


‘teacher being paid by the Tasmanian government, which 


satisfies its conscience in respect to these unfortunates 
by merely giving them instruction in “the three R's” 
and taking no further trouble to help them to put their 
education to practical account when they have finished 
their period of school. They are naturally nomadic in 
their instincts and do not know how to organize their 
affairs, hence as soon as they leave the schoo! they take 
on the mode of life of their ekiers, living well when 
birds are plentiful, and going short to a greater or less 
extent in the off season. 

The touring party concerned itself largely with the 
bird life found upon the various islands, the specimens 
including albatross, gannet, gulls, dotterels, oyster 
catchers, pelicans,-geese and mutton birds. On Alba- 
tross Island the bird the place is named after hatches 
out its young, and it is said that this is the only known 
place in the world where the bird makes its nest, an old 
theory being that these mysterious creatures hatched 
out their young on their backs, a theory no doubt ab- 
surd, yet forgivable in the early days when nobody had 
discovered their hatching-place. 

Mutton birds flock on various islands in the vicinity 
in myriads, and the eggs of various birds abound in such 
huge numbers that shiploads of them could be gathered 
with comparatively little trouble. It is said that num- 
bers of eggs from these islands find their way into mar- 
ket and are sold as duck eggs, which they resemble in 
appearance and flavor.—[(Sydney Times.

The Pasadena thrasher is one of our earliest birds 


to begin nest building. There is an authentic record of 


eggs laid on December 16, but usually it is the last of 
January before nesting begins. I once found a well- 
feathered young bird in a thrasher nest the middie of 
March. This little bird was dead, having come to grief 
because of the heavy rains. 

Of course, the birds nesting now, in winter time, are 
resident birds. It will be a month or more before 
the majority of the summer visitants arrive. To be 
sure, some of them have commenced to arrive. They

A few of these 
birds always come early and stay about in my yard 
several weeks before they go down into the Arroyo, or 
elsewhere, to nest.

GOATS USED TO CONSTRUCT FIRE- 
BREAKS THROUGH CHAPARRAL.

HE work of a forester brings him so closely in 
T touch with nature that a mere recita) of his expe- 

riences and life among the trees and in the moun- 
tains proves interesting to a large proportion of our 
people. Most of us are, after all, nature lovers who 
find pleasure in hearing or reading of any manifesta- 
tions of nature’s beauty and utility. But interesting as 
are all the facts about forestry, there are some phases 
of the work carried on by the trained men in Uncle 
Sam’s employ, that are of unusual interest by reason of 
their being new or unique in some particular. 

Perhaps the most unusual thing ever attempted by 
the forest service is the experiment recently started 
whereby a band of Angora goats has been enlisted in 
the work of constructing a system of firebreaks through 
dense chaparral. When the mere announcement of this 
plan was made from Washington recently, it was given 
the widest publicity by the press, and the subject served 
as the basis for many a clever cartoon or pointed para- 
graph. 

We all know that it is the habit of sheep and goats 
to graze closely, but until recently this habit was 
looked upon more as a necessary evil than one to be en- 
couraged or rendered profitable. For mere man it is 
always well to do thoroughly whatever is done at all, 
but this maxim has evidently usurped the place of the 
alphabet in the education of al] young goats, for the 


& whole trouble with Billy has been that he is too prone 
“ to overgraze his pasture. This characteristic has 
ad brought forth abundant vituperation upon his head and 
re in many cases death as well, especially when the sacred 
precincts of some cattleman has been invaded and the 
forage eaten. But it has remained for a bright young 
forest ranger on the Lassen National Forest to sug- 
gest a plan for turning this characteristic of butting 
Pye Billy into a profitable and beneficial measure. The prob- 
< 3 lem has always been to prevent the goats from destroy- 
| ing the forage entirely without wasting too much of 
the feed. Now the plan will be to not only allow, but 
_ to compel a huge band of goats to devastate a carefully- 
defined area by the mere process of catering to the de- 
mands of their small but insistent tummies. A contract 
has been entered into between the forest service and 
8. D. Pruden of Manton, Cal., whereby, in consideration: 
of free grazing and other privileges granted by the 
government, Mr. Pruden agrees to assign his band of 
3000 Angora goats to the task of constructing firebreaks. 
The scheme is to run lines paralle! with the contours of 
the slopes by cutting trails about eighty rods apart. 
These trails are to serve as guides for the goats, from 
which they will graze in either direction, killing, it is 
estimated, a strip of brush about 300 feet wide. Several 
“ of these openings or trails will be used to allow rota- 
tion. _By confining the goats to the areas outlined all 
the vegetation therein wil! be eaten or destroyed, as it 
is a well-known fact that goats actually kill large 
brush by peeling the bark from the stems. It is thought 
that it will require several years of grazing over the 
same areas to permanently eradicate the chaparral, but 
even where firebreaks have been constructed by actu- 
ally cutting and grubbing out the break, it has been 
found necessary to go over the break every year to erad- 
icate the new growth. 

There are two reasons why it is hoped this experi- 
ment will succeed; one because it is desired to thus 
build natural firebreaks, and the other to provide good 
planting sites for future forests. This experiment is 

ei to take place upon an area thickly grown up with 
chaparral, such as is found upon thousands of acres of 
| land in Southern California. The need for numerous 
4 firebreaks to check fires on chaparral-covered hills has 

| been demonstrated time and again on our own moun- 
tainsides, but the difficulty and expense of their con- 

od } struction has prevented the construction of many where 
badly needed. Experiments conducted by the govern- 
ment have also shown that reforestation can best be 
carried on where the chaparral be« heen removed from

with a view to the reforestation of the area. The result 
of this campaign will be closely watched by those inter- 
ested in the question of the best means of protecting 
our watersheds and at the same time reforest the de- 
nuded mountains. 


Porcupines as Tree Destroyers. 


We hear a great dea! these days about, the various 
enemies which menace the forest. Now, it is the great 
timber barons; again, a disastrous forest fire. The lat- 
est enemy to rear his head against the forest is the 
small, but armored porcupine. Reports from Bishop, 
Inyo county, Cal., indicate that this animal is seriously 
damaging the lodgepole pine forests of the eastern 
slope of the Sierras. Practically the entire area of the 
Inyo National Forest has been affected to some ex- 
tent. In many localities the damaged trees aggre- 
gate as high as 25 per cent. of the total stand. While | 
these areas are not large, it is evident that if something 
is not done to curb their attack, much of the timber in 
that section will be killed. 

The porcupine feeds, to a large extent during the 
winter upon the inner bark of the pine. To secure this, 
he travels about upon the snow and completely girdles 
the trees just above the snow line. Of course, this re- 
sults in the death of the tree. The damage would not 
be so serious but for the fact that the porcupine sel- 
dom makes two meals off of the same tree, but prefers 
to visit several trees in the course of a night. Since 
its habits are nocturnal, hunting this animal is very dif- 
ficult, but the attention of the local rangers has been | 
called to the ravages of these animals and plans for | 
their extermination are being made.

Novel Methods of Forest Patrol. 


If one were to follow the United States mails on their 
various journeys through our island possessions, many 
unique ways for delivering our letters would be en- 
countered. So there are many different ways in which 
the forest rangers patrol the lands under their charge. 
For instance, up in Alaska, where Uncle Sam has sev- 
eral big forest reserves, some of the forestry officials 
find it necessary to use a launch in making their way 
from one district-to another. A great deal of swamp 
land, heavily covered with cypress and other timber, is 
embraced within these forests, and streams abound 
everywhere. A large number of islands are also in- 
cluded within the forest, access to which can be had 
only by boat, and as the forest rangers are few, and 
their districts large, many of them must use boats to 
carry on their work. Owing to the great amount of 
rainfall and the heavy fogs, there is little danger from 
forest fires, and the principal duty of the local force 
is to watch over and provide means for rendering the 
timber easily accessible when the increasing demand for 
lumber In the United States will make it necessary to 
draw upon this source of supply. 

There is another class of rangers on some of the 
northwestern forests who are compelled to do practi- 
cally all their patrol] work on foot. This is necessary 
because the country is exceedingly rough and precipi- 
tous, with few or no trails which can be used by ani- 
mals. And not only must they walk, but often their 
supplies must be carried in on their backs. On the 
Olympic National Forest in Washington, which em- 
braces a mountain range bordering on the ocean, a num- 
ber of the rangers have for years been obliged to trudge 
into the fastnesses of the mountains on foot, with 
heavy packs of supplies on their backs. Along the riv-

BEAUTIES OF A LITTLE KNOWN RE- 
GION WHERE RED MEN LIVE.

N the western part of the great State of Montana, 
| nemmed in by lofty mountains and far removed 

from any considerable center of population, is a tract 
of land of definite and well-defined boundaries, known 
as the Flathead Indian Reservation. This tract of land 
is unique from three distinct points of view. First, it 
presents one of the most remarkable combinations of 
fertility and scenic grandeur to be found in the United 
States. Second, it is the finest section of country ever 
set aside by the United States as the home and heritage 
of several tribes of his wards, the red men. Third, it 
furnishes at once the most striking illustration and the 
most conclusive evidence of the inveterate indolence and 
unprogressiveness of the Indian that is to be met with 
anywhere. 


more of peaks rising majestically until their whitened 
and pointed crowns have penetrated the clouds and 
stand out sublimely as though detached from the earth . 
and resting upon some ethereal base. Surrounding 
these giant peaks and forming 4 part of them is a 
wondrous array of ridges, with their sharp and ser- 
rated summits, crags and vertical cliffs, of yawning 
gorges and rugged cafions, in whose deep’ recesses is 
piled the snow of thousands of years. Behind the lofti- 
est of these peaks, where the sun never shines, glaciers 
have formed, the gradual melting of which gives to the 
far-off valley its splendid water supply during the long 
summer days. 

As one looks with awe and bewilderment at this stu- | 
pendous work of Nature, grim and terrible in its 
aspects, one is relieved to think that, nestled away in 
the very bowels of these giant peaks, are beautiful 
emerald lakes, resting tranquilly in the great gorges 
which nature has carved out of the adamantine rock, 
while around them, as the setting of a gem, have been 
reared groves of stately pinc, fir, tamarack and cedar. 
Certainly there are few if any spots in the United States 
so little known and yet possessed of such sublime and 
varied scenery as this reservation. | 


It is probable that there are in the United States

may also be those that surpass it from the standpoint 
of scenery alone.

liar charm. The principal part of the reservation con- 
sists of a vast stretch of generally level valley land 
extending from Flathead Lake on the north to St. Igna- 
tius on the south, a distance of thirty miles, and from 
the Mission Mountains on the east to the Bitter Root 
Mountains on the west, a distance of twenty-five miles. 
Through this great valley from north to south flows the 
Pend d’Oreille River, winding like a great serpent from 
the south end of Flathead Lake to the mountain pass 
on the south. Into it from either side flow the half- 
dozen creeks, which, together with innumerable cou- 
lées and washes, drain the valley and the surrounding 
mountains. The water supply in these streams is 
never-failing. It is for the most part the result of the 
gradual melting of the accumulated snow on the moun- 
tain slopes, which with their myriad convolbutions con- 
stitute a vast watershed. Hence when not polluted 
by a sudden downpour of rain or by the sudden melt- 
ing of a deep snow, the water throughout this reservar 
tion is clear as crystal, pure, cool and wholesome. 
Throughout their courses these streams are lined with 
stately trees of pine, fir and tamarack, thus forming 
many a nook where one may sit on tne rich green 
grass and listen to the roaring of the water as it winds 
about and flows rapidly on over rocks and boulders. 
But beautiful as is the valley itself, with its bounti- 
ful supply of timbered crystal streams blending with 
rich agricultural land, it is not until viewed in connec- 
tion with its border of snow-capped mountains that the 
scene becomes truly enchanting. From any point in 
this great valley one may look in any direction, and 
at almost any season of the year behold the sublime 
spectacle of a great mountain peak crowned in snow. 
The most important range is the Mission Mountains. 


Looking at these from the west, one can see a score oF The 


reservation are admirably adapted to the successful 
growing of every variety of grain and vegetable be- 
longing to the temperate zone. 

Vast as is the extent of the agricultural section of this 
reservation, vaster still by far is the mountainous re- 
gion. Much of the latter is covered with valuable for- 
ests. Some is inaccessible to man because of its rugged 
outlines or the impenetrable tangle of underbrush and 
fallen timber which for ages have been accumulating. 
It therefore offers an ideal home for wild animals, 
driven from place to place by the onward press of civili- 
zation. and within its borders may be found specimens 
‘of nearly every variety of wild anima) that still sur- 
vives in Northern United States. Within these prime- 

val mountain forests is yet to be found the largest 

member of the deer family, the elk. Here also are 
found the bear, the deer, the lion, the mountain goat, 
the wolf, the coyote and the jack rabbit. But by far the 
' most notable animal possession of this reservation is 
the vast herd of buffaloes which still roam at will 
within its border. Although several hundred head of 
these shaggy monsters have recently been sold and 
shipped to various preserves with a view of perpetu- 
ating this unique animal, there are yet more than 400 
of these animals within the confines of this reservation. 

Henceforth they are to be preserved on special reserva- 
tions by both the governments of the United States 
and Canada and by interested private citizens. Per- 
haps the most notable of these reservations is the one 
set aside within the boundaries of the Flathead Indian 
Reservation. ' Here, under the auspices of the American 
Bison Society, hardly survivors of this unfortunate ani-

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Her Whole Existence. 


A StTory or Lire BEHIND THE 
PAINTED SCENES.

HE Young Woman reporter of the Morning Star 
entered the Casino Theater hurriedly as the curtain 
fell on the second act. The boxes were filled with 
well-dressed people, and the orchestra seats as well as 
the balcony and gallery were, to quote from the notes 
which she rapidly scribbled, “literally packed.” The 
music of the orchestra which crashed gaily out had an 
enlivening swing and harmony. The play, which was 
advertised as a Drury Lane success, was a story of 
. English society life. The search for a gold mine in 
South Africa and a diluted love story were calculated 
to hold the interest until the middle of the fourth act 
when an exciting sham battle was promised. 


As the curtain was rung up on the third act, the re- 
porter leaned forward with pleased expectancy. The 
scene was a garden féte given by a lady of the British 
peerage. The setting, with its painted imitation of 
lawns, foliage and flowers, was pleasing, but the actors 
seemed stiff and unnatural. Their inane speeches might, 
perhaps, be not unlike those made in the station of life 
represented, but the artificial has little charm for the 
multitude, whether the actors be on the stage or off. The 
reporter yawned. Surely a play should come to its cli- 
max in the third act. Suddenly a drop curtain was run 
down and the chief actors of the company came out of 
the wings two at a time and delivered their lines in the 
full glare of the footiights. 


An actor wliom the reporter had observed before, but 
who had been in the background until now, interpreted 
his part in such a way that the audience, who had been 

_ listening with polite indifference, suddenly broke forth 
with warm applause. He was slightly below medium 
height, but of well-proportioned figure, with a polished 
ease of gesture and deportment. His almond-shaped 
eyes, which appeared dark in his mask of grease paint, 
had a singular beauty and power of expression. His 
heavily-arched brows and rich, well-modulated voice 
were used with the skill of a trained artist. But withal 
there was about him that magnetism of personality 
which is so potent, yet so hard to analyze. 


The Young Woman glanced at her programme, The 
actor’s name was Josef Schuyler, a German, evidently, 
by his name, yet he was impersonating an English no- 
bleman to the life. His take-offs on the characteristic 
expressions of our beef-eating cousins, such as, “Bah 
Jove!” “doncherknow,” “beastly,” and “old chap” and 
the earnestness with which he frequently expressed his 
need of a brandy and soda were greeted by howls of 
delight from the gallery, as well as generous applause 
from the boxes. A few of the appreciative saw in the 
actor's impersonation not only clever mimicry, but that 
subtle art of producing on the stage the same glamour 
that surrounds a character in a book. He had a trick 
of voice and gesture that recalled half-forgotten memo- 
ries of the beaus of a former generation described by 
‘Thackeray. The reporter bit her pencil meditatively 
and set down the stock phrase, “histrionic ability.” 

During the fourth act, in which the long-deferred cli- 
max was reached, the Young Woman sat forgetting that 
she was a critic. and became a spectator like those 
around her. She passed by the stalwart good lodjs of 
the leading man and the acceptable acting of the lead- 
ing woman, who was making the best of a stupid role. 
It was Schuyler, rated by the critics only as a clever 
character actor, who seemed the real star of the per- 
formance, 

The curtain fell and the reporter struggled through 
the crowd out into the foyer. She had a mass of scrib- 
bled notes and her head full of new ideas. Her criticism, 
which appeared the following morning, pleased the man- 
aging editor, and she was thereafter given assignments 
to report the Casino plays. Her partiality for Schuyler’s 
acting increased, and her wonder grew that an actor who 
was capable of interpreting Shaw and Ibsen should take 
small parts in Broadhurst farces and similar produc- 
tions, which theatrical managers feel it is necessary to 
include in their repertoire in order to cater to the pub- 
lic taste and swell the box receipts. 

Schuyler’s acting showed that the stock actor as well 
as the artist who creates his roles has a mission. More- 
over, it is not always to the occupants of tLe voxes, 
who yawn languidly behind their fans and draw invidi- 
ous comparisons between local talent and that of New 
York and Paris, that “the play’s the thing;” but to the 
employés of department stores, factories and laundries, 
and even to the delivery boys and giris in domestic 
service. To these, actors like Schuyler are a godsend 
dropped into gray lives of drudgery. The materialist 
may ridicule, but the fact still remains that the actor 
in “his little time upon the stage’ may influence at 
will the manners and morals of his hearers. To ani- 
mate a character he may give his heart's blood, but is 

. not his reward a sweet maddening burst of applause 
that, for the moment, lifts him to Olympus? 

Not being the leading man, Schuyler was usually cast 
as the rejected lover of the leading woman; yet his 
manner of receiving his dismissal had so much of court- 
liness and chivalry that he usually bore honors 
with his rival. | 

| The leading woman's name was Margaret Ay orth, 
j but she was known as “Peggy,” after the immortal Wof- 
fington, to her intimate friends. She had played for 
four years with the Casino stock company. The mana- 
ger seemed to use the same plan in selecting a leading 
woman that Goldsmith advised in choosing a wife; not 
for a showy exterior, but “for such qualities as would 
wear well.” She was a woman between 35 and 40 and 
j of a blond type that fades quickly. She had, however, 
an attractive face, a well-rounded, petite figure and a 


gift for making up to appear one-half her age. A mar- 
riage that she had made early in life had turned out 
unhappily, and she was divorced from her husband. 
Miss Aylesworth supported her two children by her pro- 
fession. She was ambitious and worked very hard. Her 
talent lay in the direction of musical comedy, but by 
sheer hard work she had developed an ability to per- 
form in heavier roles. Her success in serious drama, 
however, had not been great. The critics had a discour- 
aging way of reminding her that she was better suited 
to ingenue and soubrette roles, and hereambitious at- 
tempts in problem plays of Daudet and Suderman 
were received with faint praise. 


Josef Schuyler had been with the Casino company 
for the same length of time as Miss Aylesworth, and 
had proposed to her nearly as many times off the stage 
as he had before the footlights. She had refused his 
suit steadfastly, having at least half a dozen reasons, 
any of which she considered sufficient for not accepting 
him.

CALIFORNIA GARDENS. 


REMARKABLE OPPORTUNITIES TO MAKE 
THEM BEAUTIFUL. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


N CALIVORNIA in general and in the southern part 
| in particwar we should have the finest gardens on 
: the globe outside of purely tropical countries. Every 
country coméributes largely to California’s gardens, and 
we may ehoose from huadreds of plants for each one we 
buy for a certain spot in our garden. We are in no way 
circumserived eo far as numbers and variety are con- 
cerned, for nowhere do garden owners have so long a 
list to choose from. 

So, too, should our garden plants be characteristic. 
We should not particularly strive for the hardy plants 
common to every State ia the Union, but strive to fill 
both parks and gardens with vegetation not possible 
out of doors except in our favored clime. With no 
blighting frosts to mar and no enshrouding snow to 
bury our floral beauties, we should have an almost 
tropical luxuriance at all seasons and at all times. 
Dignified palms, graceful bamboos and luxuriant bana- 
nas should rise through masses of cannas, callas, cala- 
diums or colocasias and lesser plants of tropical nativ- 
ity until we should have reproduced, as nearly as pos- 
sible, the jungles of the tropics in a country devoid of 
the unpleasant heat and many other drawbacks to be 


fine country homes that, studding the landscape more 
thickly each year and with increasing numbers, comes 
an added appreciation of suitable building sites. More 
attention should be paid to this most important point, 
for no skill of the landscape designer or gardener can 
overcome great and serious natural defects, though 
much may be done to mask objectionable views and 
lessen all inconsistencies. As a general rule, houses 
should be placed where they will look best and yet 
command good views. 

Use Ashes in the Garden, 


Garden owners should bear in mind that wood ashes, 
particularly hafdwood ashes, have a heavy value as 
fertilizer, and none should be allowed to leave the 
premises. Not only are they good for working in to 
garden soil, but are excellent as a lawn dressing. Roses 
are improved by frequent applications of hardwood 
ashes, amd for carnations there is no better source of 
potash and lime. Do not allow wood ashes to be 
hauled away, but have them scattered everly but thinly 
all over the garden. 

Stir the Soil. 


Extensive experiments have proven that soil ma- 
nipulation is often more effective in producing crops 
than the application of heavy doses of fertilizers. If a 
soil is not in proper physical condition, fertilizers are 
not available to the crops. If fertilizers are thoroughly 
worked into the soil and to a considerable depth great 
benefit will accrue. It should be remembered that these

tor. Build characteristic California gardens and live 
up to our greatest possibilities. 


Tree Ferns. 


Our climate is too dry for the successful growth of 
tree ferns unless we give them the coolest and shadiest 
situations. Among the many we grow, Dicksonia is 
the hardiest, but is not so popular as the more graceful 
and larger Alsophila. No more beautiful tree fern is 
to be found than the Cyathea, but it needs a very hu- 
mid, cool atmosphere, and we cannot provide the proper 
conditions in Southern California. We have a few good 
specimens of Alsophila, but even these are seldom very 
luxuriant in foliage. 


The Matilija Poppy. 


Plants, like prophets, are often without honor in 
their ownm country, and for many years this truth would 
fit the case of our Matilija poppy. Every country in 
the world bought and propagated this remarkable plant 
until in some countries, notably England, it became at 
least ten times as common as in California, its native 
State. During the past few years it has been growing 
in popularity until at present there is a stronger de- 
mand for it than at any other time since its discovery. 
Its common name comes from a cafion where it grows 
in large numbers, though it was first found many miles 
from Matilija Cafion. 


Bermuda Grass. 


To a Southern Californian, who has come to regard 
Bermuda grass as a pest, it seems strange to read that 
it is the best materia] for lawns in tropical countries. 
In the November issue of the Philippine Agricultural 
Review, published by the government, it states that 
Bermuda grass has been found the best material for 
park and garden lawns. The roots and stems are 
chopped up and sown, watered for two weeks, and a 
fine lawn results. Moving once a month is advised un- 
til a fine close sod is obtained. We have many Ber- 
muda-grass lawns in this city, but strange to say, they 
are not prized by the possessors.

Four Doses for Plant Lice. - 


Inquiries will now be coming in regarding aphids or 
plant lice, and there are many ways to kill them aside 
from one recommended by a faker for the small sum 
of a quarter of a dollar. This party agreed to send di- 
rections for their destruction for the sum mentioned. 
The inquirer received the following by mail: “Take 
two smooth pressed bricks. Place the lice on the lower 
one and cover with the other and press down firmly. 
After this treatment, if any remain alive, take them 
out and smash them with a hammer.” There are other 


and more effective ways of exterminating plant lice, 


and in a more wholesale manner. Four methods of 
procedure are here given; all of them have been tried 
and found satisfactory 

1. Dissolve one pound of whale-oil soap (or any good 
fish-oi] soap) in eight gallons of water. Spray the lice 
thoroughly or dip the parts containing the lice into the 
liquid. 2. Steep one pound of tobacco stems, or good, 
clean tobacco dust, in four gallons of water for two 
hours; allow to cool, and apply as in preceding case. 
3. Dissolve one pound of soap in one gallon of boiling 
water; while boiling hot add two gallons of kerosene 
(away from fire) and emulsify the whoie by pump- 
ing it violently, through a spraying nozzle, back into 
the vessel containing it, for a few minutes. This will 
make a stock solution sufficient for thirty gallons of 
spray material. Apply as in No. 1 above. 4. House 
plants may be dusted freely several times, two or three 
days apart, with Pyrethrum, commonly sold as Buhach, 
or insect powder.

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WATER GLASS AND EGGS. 
USE OF SODIUM SILICATE FOR THE PREsS- 
ERVATION OF HEN FRUIT. 


By Henry W. Kruckeberg.

EORGE L. PICHARD of Douglas, Ariz., writes as 
Gj follows for information concerning water glass and 
its uses in the preservation of hen fruit: 

‘What is water glass, and how can I make it? How is 
it used? How often can the same material be used 
after taking the eggs out, and how long will it keep 

eggs in condition?” 

Water glass is a soluble alkaline silicate (sodium sili- 


cate) which is to be had of any druggist at a cost of 
from $1.50 to $2 per gallon. Of the many methods for 


where the quantity is not overlarge. One gallon will 
make enough solution to preserve fifty dozen eggs, thus 
rendering the cost somewhere a trifle over 1 cent per 
dozen. Boiled water that has been allowed to cool 
should be used at the rate of one quart of the solution 
to fifteen to twenty quarts of water. When the solu- 
tion is prepared, place in a jar or other vessel, when 
fresh eggs can be added from time to time until the jar 
is filled, all the time being sure the top layer is im- 
mersed at least two inches. When: removing the eggs 
for packing, they should not be washed, as this opera- 
tion injures their keeping quality by removing the muci- 
laginous coating. As the liquid is diminished, simply 
replenish by adding more water glass and water in 
the proportions already described. 

Eggs can also be preserved in lime water, using thirty 
gallons of pure water, ten pounds of salt and one-half 
bushel of finely-slaked lime. Mix thoroughly and al- 
low to stand for two or three days, then remove the 
pure liquid by dipping gr a siphon. Place the eggs 
therein or the lime water may be poured over them 
when in another vessel, but be sure all are immersed, 
the top layer fully two inches deep. Limed eggs possess 
a decided roughness of shell. Before boiling, limed eggs 
should be punctured with a steel needle, otherwise they 
are apt to crack, owing to the pores being closed. 

Eegs can also be preserved for several months in 
dry salt. Be sure the top layer is covered at least two 
inches deep. Packing“in bran has also been found 
satisfactory. 

The one method, however, which gives the best re- 
sults is cold storage. Indeed, it is: now the only method 
followed where the quantities are along commercial 
lines. As processes by which a low, even temperature 
is maintained have been vastly improved, the cold- 
storage business has become an important factor, not 
only with hen fruit, but with many other products of 
the orchard and farm. Whenever available its many 
advantages should be possessed by the poultry breeder, 
either by coéperation with a number of breeders in a 
given locality, or else by taking advantage of the cold- 
storage plants which are now a feature of all towns 
and cities of any size. So far its~ses have been along 
commercial iines. For preservi in sma!! quanfi- 
ties away from trade centers is* not available, in 
which cases the methods described may be found useful. 

Egxzs stored for future use should preferably be from 
hens without males in their yards: an infertile egg 
keeps longer in the natural state than one with germ. 
Obviously they should be perfectly fresh—if a tainted 
specimen is placed with fresh ones it is quite apt to 
contaminate its neighbor. And lastly they should be 
absolutely clean, for filth is sure to vitiate the preserv- 
ine material. By cleanliness is here meant hen fruit 
that is déposited in clean nests by clean hens. Avoid, 
cracked shells: keep in a moderately coo! situation, as, 
for instance, a dry clean cellar. 

Touching on this same question, Consul Maxwell 
Blake of Dunfermline, in the Consular and Trade Re- 
port for March, gives the following method of using 
the water-glass and lime preservative as used in Great 
Britaig and Scotland: 

‘ “Mix together in an earthen jar nine parts of boiled 
water, which has been thoroughly cooled, and one part 
of glass water. Glass water is obtained by fusing two 
parts of quartz sand with one of sodium carbonate, 
adding one-tenth part of small coal. Place the cool 
cleaned eggs into a jar and cover well with the liquid, 
continually adding sufficient liquid to keep the eggs en- 
tirely covered as others are added. Water glass can 
be purchased in this country of chemists, and gener- 
ally bears on the labels the exact proportion to be 
; used, varying from 2 to 10 per cent. Eggs preserved 
in this way are less brittle in the shell than those pre- 
4 served in lime water, and will sometimes boil without 
| cracking if a small pin-point aperture is made in 
them.”

“Can you tell me what was the matter with one of my 
hens? She seemed healthy, could eat all right; she 
was so fat that she could hardly walk, so I decided to 
kill her. When I examined the body, it was full of 
water. I never saw anything like it, and I am an old 
hand at raising poultry. The water seemed to be all 
through her, principally in the egg sack, but none in 
the intestines. There were three fully-developed yolks, 
but no whites or shells. Can you tell me what the dis- 
ease was and the cause of it through The Times?’ | 

Judging from your description the bird was suffering | 
from a severe case of dropsy, caused by an accumula- 
tion of liquid in the abdominal cavity, and then gradu- 
ally passing through the system. Killing was probably 
a wise thing to do, though birds have been relieved by 
giving Epsom salts, 30 grains, for a purge, then fol- 
lowed by iodide of potassium, 2 grains, twice daily, dis- 
solved in smal! quantities of water. Dropsy is the re- 
sult of inflammation of the lining membrane due to } 
parasites, tumors, and various other causes.

Intelligence of Plants. 


STARTLING SIMILARITIES TO ANI- 
MAL ORGANISMS AND ACTIVITIES.

AVE plants intelligence? Do they think? Can 

they see, hear, and feel? Is it an unjust reflection 

upon the vegetable kingdom to call a man a cab- 
bage head? Is there an ethical and humanitarian basis 
for the park legends warning the public to keep off the 
grass? How soon will vegetarians who denounce the 
cannibalism of meat eaters be convicted of cruelty, in 
devouring their sentient fellow beings, such as 
potatoes, turnips, and onions? Will the human race 
become too tender-heated to cut the throats of pallid 
lilies and to strangle sobbing little pansies in their 
beds? 
Plant Nerves and Eyes.

These questions are not suggested by the belated rav- 
ings of an Elizabethan poet or the mystic fancies of a 
Brahmin thinker getting up an exclusive lecture course 
at the St. Regis. Scientists of repute and sobriety are 
responsible for the issue of plant intelligence. Prof. 


' Francis Darwin, son of the illustrious discoverer of 


evolution, started the ball rolling at the last meeting 
of the British Association in Dublin, when he declared 
that plants respond to teuch, like animals, have mem- 


ory, develop habits, and exercise as much free will as 


any anti-Calvinist. 

Next. Prof Harold Wager, the well-known botanist, 
came along, asserting that the outer skins of many 
leaves act as eyes, which focus the rays of light on the 
interior of the leaf, and carry an impression to the plant 


so accurate that photographs can be taken by means 
Photographs of men and landscapes, lensed 
by plant eyes, were exhibited by Prof. Wager. 

There was no doubt 6f plant intelligence from the 
days of Homer until the scientists of the nineteenth 
century did away with the last vestiges of anthropo- 
morphism. Science, in wrathful reaction against the 


miraculous, banished al! poetical conceptions, sent wood 


nymphs and dryads to Coventry, and established the 
universe on rigid mechanical and business lines. The 
laughing grain, the weeping willow, and the modest 


violet were consigned to the limbo of fancy. 


A reaction gradually came about, however, owing to 


the exhaustive botanical researches of such men as 
Noll, Haberlandt, and Nemec. 
explanations were not found sufficient to account for 
the complex phenomena of plant life. Startling simi- 
‘arities between animal and vegetable organisms were 
discovered. Prof. Haberlandt published in 1904 his dis- 
covery’ of plant eyes, thus antedating the recent an- 
nouncement of Prof. Wager.

the day, as if aware that their hues would be wasted on 
the insectless dark hours when the white variety is 
open. The adult blue gum tree of Australia turns its 
leaves edgewise to the zenith to avoid the scorching 
heat of the sun, while the young shaded tree saves itself 
this exertion. Many plants have a rhythmic swaying 
movement in their sleep. Electric light stops their 
movements, and produces an injurious insomnia. A 
plant compelled to keep awake looks pale and fagged 
out. The different sleeping hours of plants have en- 
abled botanists to construct flower clocks. Plants re- 
spond to the light, and continue to bend toward it half 
an hour after the light is withdrawn. x 


The “Reasoning” of the Plant. 


Many instances of vegetable reasoning or something 
else are given by R. H. Francé in his “Germs of Mind 
‘in Plants.” The rootlets of plants, which Charles Dar- 
win compared to a brain, have a sense of the nearness 
of water, called hydrotopism, and they have a sense of 
gravity, termed geotropism. The tendrils of a 
hop vine swing in wide circles around a chosen 
branch. Once they have touched it they seize it in about 
twenty seconds, and acquire such a hold in an hour 
that it takes force to tear them away. Then the ten- 
drils curl up like a corkscrew, and this shortening pulls 
up the vine. 

The sensitive plant is proverbial. If a branch is 
touched, the feathery leaves rise, fold together, and the 
stem sinks down. A real injury to the branch sends 
a shudder through the entire plant, which closes every 
leaf in sympathetic woe. This mimosa is liveliest in 
its native southern haunts, and seems a little stupefied 
in northern hot houses. 

The flowers of the barberry cunningly compel] the 
bees to perform a useful service. Baited with tiny cups 
of honey, the six stamens lie down against the yellow 
petals, and wait for a bee to release the trap, when they 
spring up and shower him with pollen. The bee acts 
as involuntary -messenger, taking the pollen to another 
flower. If the employment of insects for fertilization 
does not seem conclusive evidence of intelligence, there 
is the case of a Central American acacia which houses a 
standing army of black ants in holes bored in the 


The lenses of the vegetable eyes, he says, are | 


pouch, and by rubbing against 


thorns, and feeds them ‘vith sausage-like growths at the 
ends of its leaves, which vegetable sausages might be 
compared to the traveling ration of the German army. 
The function of the ant army is to defend the trees 
against bands of leaf-cutting ants, which destroy al! 
other vegetation, and it is said the acacia’s soldiers fight 
in its behalf with valiant success. There is also a spe- 
cies of fern which goes into a mysterious partnership 
with ants, whom it provides with little dwellings down 
the sides of its roots. 

There are many predatory and tigerish plants, of 
which the sundew is a notable example. It catches in- 
sects in a hairy trap, and digests them with pepsin, the 
same as human beings and other animals do. The leaf 
jaws will grasp a pebble, but make no attempt to digest 
it, and soon the jaws open and let the pebble fall to the 
ground. Portuguese farmers use the fly-catching droso- 
phyilum instead of mechanical fly traps to clear their 
houses of insects. In the tropics the stench of decay- 
ing insects proclaims the presence of plants with pitcher 
traps full of prey. A plant without roots that sails 
in ditches and ponds seeking insects whom it may de- 
vour is the Aldrovandi vesicnlosa. Unsuspecting water 
fleas and skippers touch the bristles of its thick-valved 
leaves once, and no more; they are seized and con- 
sumed. 

Some Vegetable Sense Organs. 


subordination of individual inclinations to the general 
welfare that argue most strongly for plant intelligence. 
A number of vegetable sense organs have been discov- 
ered by Prof. Haberlandt. He has found that plants 
are endowed with nerves the same as animals, and 
these nerves are generally excited by irritable hairs, 
which are like the whiskers of a cat. The sensitive ten- 
dril spurs itself to activity by rubbing its cells against a 
deposit of crystallized acid: the irritation is produced 
when it meets an obstacle. The mechanism of various 
fly traps is based on a hydraulic principle, water press- 
ure being transmitted from cell to cell to operate the 
valves. 

A gravity organ is possessed by all the lower water 
animals, to enable them to tell when they are standing 
on their feet or are upside down. The snail carries in- 
ternally a ball of lime. which rolls in a spherical water 
bristles informs the 
owner of his position. Similar gravity organs have been 
discovered in plants by Prof. Haberlandt. There are 
starch grains stored in large cells, which enable the 
plant to grow upright. Without these starch kernels. 
the plant acts as if dizzy, and becomes bent.

imperial Cotton Planting. 


HOSE who think the people of the Imperial Valley 
have been bluffing about going into the cotton busi- 
ness should read this extract from a letter received from 
W. E. Wilsie of El Centro. It says: “Considerable 
cotton seed will be shipped into our county, the bulk 
of which will come in carload lots, and it being the 
first season, there are liable to be infringements of the 
law that are unintentional. For instance, a man came 
to me recently and said he had 500 pounds of cotton 
seed shipped to him from Arkansas, and that he had 
instructed the Southern Pacific agent to turn it over 
to us on arrival, which he would have done anyway.” 
Mr. Wilsie further states that a seed firm in Los 
Angeles is advertising cotton seed for distribution in 
small quantities. “I sent this firm a copy of the quar- 
antine order and a little later I was in Los Angeles 
and called on the firm and explained the matter to them. 
They told me they would obey the order. Today a man 
brought to my office two smal! sacks of cotton seed 
from this firm and said they would ship more seed.” 
This is the way a quarantine order is often observed 
by seedsmen and nurserymen. The order was duly is- 
sued, signed by the Governor and is the law. But some 
persons do not care what risk they place upon an in- 
dustry that even now is so promising as to order seed 
by the carload. I have asked Mr. Wilsie to destroy all 
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vat two bushels lime, all the soot obtainable, four 
pounds salt, two pounds saltpeter, two bushels fresh 
wood ashes and five bushels land plaster, with water 
to make the tank two-thirds full. Place in the manure 
pen a thick layer of dry grass, straw or waste of any 
kind, stir the contents of the tank and saturate the 
layer of waste with the contents. Then another layer 
and another wetting-down, and so continue till the vat 
is exhausted. Six or seven barrels of the fluid will de- 
compose ten tons of green manure and two tons of ab- 
solutely dry stuff. In two weeks the manure will be in 
perfect condition, if kept wet every four or five days. 

This process was patented many years ago, but the 
patent has long since expired. Its vaiue lies in the im- 
mediate reduction of raw material and in the preserva- 
tion of the fertilizing ingredients therein contained. 
The loss in the fermentation of stable manure is im- 
mense, making this manure of little fertilizing value, 
though of great use as a soil correction. As the de- 
mand for coarse fertilizers gets more acute, farmers 
will have to resort to new expedients to maintain the 
productiveness of their soils.

Quick-rotting Manure. 

N the springtime almost every farm yard has a large 

quantity of débris—straw, stable bedding, leaves, 
trash of all kinds and fresh manure. To throw all this 
raw material into a compost heap is to wait months for 
it to decay sufficiently for use. 
trash is lying in the way and also losing a large percent- 
age of its value through vaporization. Some process of 
reducing this stuff to available manure within a few 
days may be of value to the fruit grower, especially if 
he find stable manure and other coarse fertilizers difi- 
cult or impossible to secure. Under these conditions it 
will pay the farmer to go to considerable trouble to 
reduce the waste stuff about his premises, removing it 
from cumbering and making it useful at the same time.

Potato Diseases. 


A. ORTON. the government pathologist, who re- 

, cently made investigation of the soils of Califor- 

nia for “potato sickness,’ has completed his report. It 

is worth careful perusal by all gardeners engaged in the 

growing of potatoes. The following extracts from the 
report are given: 

The wilt fungus enters the plant from the soil through 
the roots or underground stems. The tubers are in- 
fected through their stem ends or, rarely, through 
wounds. 


How the fungus spreads from field to field is not fully 
demonstrated. It may be present in nature in some 
of these alluvial soils. It is noteworthy that soils of 
this type appear to be predisposed to infection. One 
of the principal means by which the wilt has been dis- 
seminated is clearly by the use of infected seed tubers. 
Not only is the local erop usually infected, but the same 
wilt is very prevalent in Oregon, whence most of the 
outside seed potatoes are obtained. Unfortunately, 
nearly all of the area under discussion has become in- 
fected. The problem for the future is not so much to 
check the spread of the disease as to control it where 
it occurs. 

Diseases of the type of potato wilt are very difficult to 
control. The source of infection and the seat of the 
disease are underground; hence spraying with fungi- 
chde would be ineffective. There is no likelihood that 
applications of fungicide to the soil would do any good, 
and Dr. Erwin F. Smith's experiments indicated that 
fertilizers had little or no restrictive effect on the dis- 
ease. 

Experience has shown that the amount of infection 
decreases when barley, beans or other crops are grown. 
Potatoes planted after a short rotation show much less 
wilt and, while it is doubtful whether the disease can 
be got rid of entirely by any rotation that would be 
adopted by San Joaquin growers, there is no question 
that rotation of crops will continue to be the principal 
preventive measure in this district until resistant varie- 
ties are developed. The most profitable length of rota- 
tion remains to be determined by further trials. Com- 
parisons should be made of plots or fields that have 
been one, two, three and four years in other crops than 
potatoes. 

Under present conditions the entire quantity of potate 
tops is left in the field, together with thousands of 
bushels of small and scabby potatoes unfit for market- 
ing. All this refuse affords a breeding-place for the 
wilt fungus. In consideration of the fact that the next 
move of the farmer must be to rotate crops to get rid 
of fungus infection, it would seem a logical precaution 
to carry off and destroy all vines and culls at once after 
digging. It must be admitted that there is as yet no 
evidence that this would be profitable, but the experi- 
ment should be undertaken. : 

The indications are that most of the potatoes in the 
district referred to are infected with fusarium when 
planted. It is reasonable to suppose that better results 
would follow the use of healthy seed, and trials should 
be made at once to demonstrate this. 

Scab, a disease causing rough, pitted tubers, is very 
prevalent in California, where it is considered the most 
serious enemy of the crop, since its injuries are brought 
conspicuously to the attention of the grower by the 
inforced rejection of the scabby potatoes. 

The loss from scab is very heavy. There is, in the 
first place, a reduction of yield due to the attack of this 
fungus on the underground portions of the plant, and, 
secondly, a depreciation in quality. The very scabby 
potatoes are not marketable, and usually have to be 
left in the field, as there is at present no starch or al- 
cohol factory to utilize the culls. The writer has 
roughly estimated that from 5 to 75 per cent. of the 
crops are rejected on account of scab, the lowest 
amounts being found on land planted for the first time 
in potatoes and the highest on old land. Possibly 25 
per cent. is an average’ loss on land previously planted 
to potatoes. As the annual production of potatoes in 
San Joaquin county is more than 2,500,000 sacks, the 
loss from this disease might easily amoynt to over 
$300,000 per annum. 

The cause of the scab is a minute parasitic fungus. 
The disease does not develop except where this fungus 
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is present. The amount of scab is, however, greatly 
influenced by certain soil conditions. The principal 
factor appears to be the acidi‘y or alkalinity of the 
land. The scab develops most freely in an alkaline soil 
and is greatly retarded by acidity. In this respect the 


San Joaquin county soils are extremely favorable to |, 


The amount of moisture also exerts 
an influence on the disease: it appears to be worse 
in wet seasons and in wet soils. It is the experience 
of growers that it varies greatly in different seasons, 
yet, nevertheless, it can be prevented by excluding the 
germs of the disease. 

(1) Clean Seed.—The most frequent source of in- 
fection lies In the seed planted and the experience of 
eastern growers has been that by disinfecting the seed 
and by planting in land free from scab a clean crop may 
be produced. It is therefore of the greatest importance 
that those California growers who have land not al- 
ready infected by this disease should seek to keep it 
healthy by allowing nothing but disinfected seed to be

site. Other root crops, however, such as sugar beets, 
turnips, ete., must be avoided. The length of time re- 
quired to free land from scab varies in different sec- 
tions, but, as a rule, a period of three years will very 
greatly reduce the amount of disease, though it may 
not be entirely exterminated after five, or even ten, 


years. 

The principal point to be kept in mind in choosing 
rotation crops is to increase the amount of organic 
acids in the soil by plowing under green crops, such as 
rye, clover, vetch, etc., which by their decay tend to 
produce an acid reaction in the soil. 

(3) Soil Treatment.—The chemica] treatment of the 
soil to reduce scab promises but little. Applications 
of sulphur at the rate of 300 pounds per acre have been 
used with some degree of success in Delaware and New 
Jersey and might give good results in California. 

The most effective method of disinfecting seed pota- 
toes is by the use of formaldehyde gas liberated by mix- 
ing the commercial] solution with potassium perman- 
ganate. This method is adapted to the disinfection of 
large quantities of potatoes in a short time. To use it, 
an air-tight shed should be constructed of sufficient size 
to hold whatever quantity it may be desired to treat at 
one time. This may be made of rough lumber, lined 
with building paper and provided with a tight door. 
The potatoes may be treated in sacks, but these sacks 
must be piled so as to allow a free circulation of air 


around them. 


Manufactured Climate. 


HE gardens of Paris get their products on the mar- 

ket weeks before the regular season for them. This 
forcing of nature is described by Ernest Poole in Suc- 
Magazine. 

The secret is simply this: The French maraichérs 
have manufactured a climate to suit them. As one ob- 
server has said, “They have moved the climate of 
Monte Carlo up to the suburbs of Paris.” 
- Some new prodigy of modern science, this? Not at 
all. Only enormous expense in money and in time. 
The gardens, whenever possible, are placed on land 
with a slope to the south, and are weil protected by 
walls on the north and east, walls built to reflect light 
as well as to give protection from the northeast winds. 

The ground is practically covered with glass, not as 
in a greenhouse, but by glass frames in the open, 
“three-light” frames of uniform size, twelve feet by 
four and a half; and also by glass bells. These, too, 
are of a uniform size, about the shape of a chapel! bell, 
a little less than seventeen inches in diameter and from 
fourteen to fifteen inches high. The French call them 
cloches. You may often see over a thousand frames 
and over 10,000 glass bells in one two-acre plot in the 
suburbs of Paris. 

A more recent innovation is the employment of hot- 
water pipes run under the soil, making of the earth a 
veritable steam-heated hotel, with this essential differ- 
ence, that the hotel-keeper here is desperately eager, 
not to keep his guests, but to persuade them to leave 
on the earliest possible day.

“Naturopathy” Legalized in California. 


R. CARL SCHULTZ of Los Angeles, who recently 
D returned from Sacramento, brought the important 

information that the bill licensing naturopathy 
had passed. both houses of the Legislature. The Gover- 
nor has since signed the bill. Dr. Schultz and 
his good wife have worked indefatigably for years for 
such a measure as this. California is now in line with 
Germany, where the “nature cure’ has held a high po- 
sition for more than half a century. 

The bill referred to is “Committee Substitute for 
Senate Bill No. 26." It was introduced by the Commit- 
tee on Public Health and Quarantine, on February 24. 
It is entitled: “An Act to Amend Section Sixteen of an 
Act Entitled ‘An Act for the Regulation of Practice of 
Medicine and Surgery, Osteopathy, and Other Systems 
or Modes of Treating the Sick or Afflicted, in the State 
of California, ard for the Appointment of a Board of 
Medical Examiners in the Matter of Said Regulation.’ 
(Approved March 14, 1997.)”" 

Following is a copy of the bill: 


“Section 1. Section 16 of an act entitled ‘An act 
for the regulation of the practice of medicine and sur- 
gery, osteopathy, and other systems or modes of treat- 
ing the sick or afflicted, in the State of California, and 
for the appointment of a board of medical examiners in 
the matter of said regulation,’ approved March 14, 1907, 
is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 16. Any person who holds a certificate from 
the Board of Medical Examiners created by ‘An act for 
the regulation of the practice of medicines and surgery 
in the State of California, and for the appointment of a 
board of medical examiners in the matter of such regu- 
lation,’ which took effect August the first, 1901, or from 
one of the boards of examiners heretofore existing, 
under the provisions of ‘An act to regulate the practice 
of medicine in the State of California,’ approved April 
3, 1876, or an act supplemental and amendatory to said 

act, which became a law April 1, 1878, shall be entitled 

to practice medicine and surgery in this State, the 
same as if it had been issued under this act; any person 
who holds a certificate from the Board of Osteopathic 
Examiners of the State of California, under the pro- 
visions of ‘An act to regulate the practice of osteopathy 
in the State of California, and to provide for a State 
Board of Osteopathic Examiners, and to license osteo- 
paths to practice in this State, and to punish persons 
violating the provisions of this act,’ which became a 
law under constitutional provisions, without the Gov- 
ernor’s approval, March 9, 1901, shall be entitled to 
practice osteopathy in this State, the same as if it had 
been issued under this act. Any person who holds an 
unrevoked certificate issued by the board of examiners 
of the Association of Naturopaths of California, incor- 
porated under the laws of the State of California, Au- 
gust 8, 1904, and who shall be practicing naturopathy 
prior to the passage of this act, shall be entitled to 
practice naturopathy in this State, the same as if it had 
been issued under this act. The Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers shall endorse said certificate at their first meet- 
ing after this act becomes a law, or at any subsequent 
meeting after this act becomes a law, or at any subse- 
quent meeting of the board, but not later than six 
months after the passage of this act, by signature of its 
president and secretary and affixing its official seal. 
Provided, however, that the holder of such certificate 
has signed his or her name on the back of said certifi- 
cate and the president and secretary of the Association 
of Naturopaths of California, have certified over their 
respective signatures that the holder of said certificate 
is the rightful owner of same. But all certificates 
herein mentioned may be revoked for any unprofes- 
sional conduct, in the same manner and upon the same 
grounds as if they had been issued under this act. 

“Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage." 


Nature’s Medicine. 


HE following remarks in regard to the medicinal 
“ae of fruit juices are from a lecture delivered in 
New York by W. H. Dieffenbach, M. D., and published 
in the Dietetic and Hygienic Gazette for December. 
1908: 

“When simple water becomes distasteful to patients, 
the addition of fruit juices to the water is very grateful 
to the palate. Those fruit juices (lemon, orange, rasp- 
berry, huckleberry, blackberry, pineapple, apple, cur- 
rant, grape, grape fruit) besides rendering the taste 
more pleasant, are natural intestinal antiseptics and 
contain the so-called ‘natur-saltze’—natural salts (so- 
dium, potassium, etc.)—which assist in the elimina- 
tion of carbonic acid gas and prevent deposition of 
urates, uric acid and other end products of metabolism. 

“These fruit juices (contrary to old teaching) are 
particularly valuable where there is a rheumatic or 
gouty diathesis. To quote from Gautier (Diet and Di-

Freak Liquor Legislation. 


OTABLE among the numerous specimens of freak 
liquor legislation that are being enacted nowadays, 
is an ordinance introduced before the Board of Trus- 
tees of Petaluma, Cal., which makes it unlawful to sell 
to any female person intoxicants in larger quantities 
than one glass at a time. Nothing is said in the ordi- 
nance as to how long a period of time shall intervene 
between glasses—or how large the glass may be. 
Again, the anti-treating bill, referred to last week, 
passed the California Assembly by a vote of 42 to 16. 
The bill provides that every person who treats or fur- 
nishes another person, without compensation, any wine, 
beer, whisky or intoxicating liquor of any kind, in any 
public saloon or bar room, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
As frequently stated here, the abolition of the absurd 
and harmful American practice of treating would be a 
long step in the direction of temperance reform. This, 
however, must come about through an aroused public 
opinion. It cannot be effected by legislation. 


Bad for the Whelips. 


EARING that an African lioness in the Los Angeles 

“Zoo” at Eastlake Park would kill two whelps born 
to her recently, the keeper took them away from her 
and gave them to a spaniel to nurse. The newspaper 
report says: . 

“It is the keeper's plan to leave them with the span- 
iel for a week or two, and then put them on a diet of 
beef broth and condensed milk, which makes a perfect 
substitute for animal milk. Cow’s milk would kill the 
whelps.” 

Perhaps. You may be sure, however, that a diet of 
beef broth and condensed milk will kill them. Beef 
broth is about equivalent in nutritive value to urine, 
and sterilized milk is, as frequently shown here, a star- 
vation food. 


A Good Man Gone. . 
WORTHY man has gone over the Great Divide, in 

the person of George T. Angell of Boston, known 
as the “Friend of Dumb Animals,” and a leader in the 
humane educational movement in the United States. 
He died on March 16, at the advanced age of 86. Mr. 
Angell had been instrumental in the establishment of 
more than 70,000 “Bands of Mercy.” He published a 
little monthly journal called “Our Dumb Animals.” 

There is much room for such work in this section of 
the country, where we see all too much of the Latin 
disregard of the rights and feelings of animals that has 
come down from the days of the Roman arena.

EVERAL copies have been received of the little 

“Mazdaznan”" magazine, published (in German) at 
Leipzig, by David Ammann, formerly of Hollywood, 
near Los Angeles, who is endeavoring to preach the 
gospel of Zoroaster, with Otoman Hanish as the Per- 
sian sage’s prophet. Ammann is now lecturing in Los 
Angeles. 

These Mazdaznan people have some most extraordi- 
nary ideas about diet. While some.of their ideas are 
good, others are silly, senseless, andesuperstitious. For 
instance, in this magazine we are told that “caviar is 
one of the most wholesome and nourishing foods, and is 
particularly recommended for weaklings.”” On the same 
page is a statement that the disciples of Zoroaster “very 
conscientiously observe the law of nature “Thou shalt 
not kill.’” Well, now, to obtain the eggs from a stur- 
geon without killing it would be a delicate and some- 
what expensive operation. 

Here is an extraordinary recommendation: 

“For enlarged liver, cognac with salt, well beaten up, 
is a good remedy. Only the best quality of cognac 
should be used.” 

Wouldn't that shake you up a little? ' 

Just one more: “Raw peanuts are an excellent means 
of loosening and carrying off mucous matter in colds, 
coughs, etc.” And for promoting dyspepsia.

comes. from the frequent dram drinking. 


Underfeeding and Overfeeding. 


“, CORRESPONDENT writes: “Of people whom we 
meet under 35 years of age, probably one-third are 

undereaters. Over 35 years of age probably two-thirds 

are undereaters. Their appearance indicates this.” 

This correspondent is absolutely, unequivocally, and 
diametrically wrong in his statement. On the contrary, 
as frequently asserted here, it is safe to say that 99 
per cent. of civilized persons eat too much—from 50 to 
300 per cent. or even more in excess of what is necessary 
to repair waste and maintain heat and energy. 

You cannot always judge from the appearance of peo- 
ple. The greatest gluttons are sometimes walking skel- 
etons. It is not ,what you shove into the hole in your 
face that builds flesh, but what you assimilate and 
turn into blood and tissue. Then, again, many great 
eaters, living on the cook’s products,’ are really starv- 
ing themselves, by eating food fhat is lacking in the 
essential organic salts. In this way they are in one 
sense underfed. while at the same time they are eating 
from two to three times as much as is necessary. 

If you are underweight do not begin by eating more. 
That would most likely result in dyspepsia, and the ac- 
cumulation of gas, when starch foods are eaten, or the 
storing up of uric acid, followed by rheumatism and 
other ailments, when you eat much meat. The thing to 
do is to increase the natural hunger—and consequently

American Girls. 


ERE the results not frequently so sad, it would be

Substitutes for Saloons. 


HE Southern Pacific Company has adopted the pol- 

icy of building clubhouses at division points, the 
main object being to keep its employés away from sa- 
loons. This is an excellent idea. The Santa Fé has, 
for years, had accommodations and comfortable read- 
ing-rooms at principal points. [t has gone further, and 
has sent out lecturers to speak on interesting topics 
from time to time. 

The clubhouses so far erected by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company for their employés on the Pacific Coast 
include buildings at Roseville and Dunsmuir, in Cali- 
fornia, and at Yuma and Tucson in Arizona There 
is nothing cheap about the buildings or the furnish- 
ings. The cost ranges from $10,000 to $35,000 each, and 
they are furnished with hot and cold baths, libraries of 
fiction and reference books, correspondence tables and 
stationery, billiard and bathrooms, game and recreation 
rooms, barber shop, cigar counter, a restaurant which 
is never closed, and large bedrooms. 

The Chicago Railway Company is fitting up com- 
fortable and attractive clubrooms for its car men. They 
will contain libraries, billiard rooms, pool tables, bar- 
ber shops, bootblack stands, shower baths, and assem- 
bly halls, with stages and pianos. 

This is an excellent idea. It is not surprising to learn 
that these clubhouses have been most successful. As 
frequently suggested in these columns, the good people 
who are continually roaring about the “rum fiend” 
and doing impossible politics, could accomplish vastly 
more good if they would only establish substitutes for 
the saloon. Think or say what you will about the say- 
ing that the saloon is the poor man’s club, that saying 
is absolutely true, all the same. Take, for instance, 
the gloomy, sloppy weather that we often have in Los 
Angeles early in the year. Where shall a man go of 
an evening, who is unmarried, and whose only home, 
perhaps, is a cold ten by twelve bedroom in a cheap 
lodging-house. Have you ever seen the “sitting-room” 
in one of those cheap lodging-houses? It is enough to 
drive one to worse places than a saloon. 

Many men resort to a saloon of an evening not so 
much for the sake of the liquor—some of them perhaps 
only drink a couple of glasses of beer during an even- 
ing—but for the warmth, and light, and cheerfulness 
which they find there. Where else are they to go? 
The Y.M.C.A. has accommodations for a limited num- 
ber, but there you are expected to be fairly well dressed, 
and a workingman is often too tired to go and dress 
up of an evening . Besides, at these establishments 
there is not the freedom which men find—and have a 
right to expect—in a saloon. 

There were in Los Angeles three or four “temper- 
ance coffee houses”—established under the mistaken 
idea that coffee is less harmful than pure beer or light 
wine. Not proving a financial success, they were sold 
by the people who started them, and are now conducted 
as ordinary restaurants. There should be as many of 
these as there are saloons, but to make them effective 
as competitors of the saloons they must be run on a 
more liberal plan. There should be rooms for smoking. 
Cigarettes might be barred, first because they are in- 
jurious, and second because they smell too pungentiy, 
but opportunities should be afforded to those who wor- 
ship “My Lady Nicotine” to smoke their pipes or cigars.
